mail opening program that was terminated in M ay 1973 and the 
unfortunate incident involving I A copy of that 

letter is enclosed. 1 
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Several lawsuits have been filed against the Agency in 
connection with the mail opening program. Three of the lawsuits 
have resulted in judgments favorable to the government. In 
August 1977, however, a case involving the program was decided 
against the government in the U.S. District Court for the Eastern 
District of New York, and that decision is now on appeal. 

Fe nding the outcom e of the appeal, we; have deferred decision
